Save 
your kisses for a time and place 
when they will be proper, when 
they will represent real treasured 
love, and when they will not lead 
to sin. ‘

I used 
to say, “The way to get anything 
I want is to believe I am going 
to get it.”” I would kneel down and 
pray and try to believe, but I did 
not get the things that I asked 
for. 1 had no real faith. Real faith 
must have a warrant. Before I 
can truly believe I am to receive 
what I ask, I must have a definite 
promise of God’s Word, or a defi- 
nite leading of the Holy Spirit, 
to rest my faith upon. 


What, then, shall we do? We 
come into God’s presence. There 
is something we desire. Now the 
question is, Is there any promise 
in God’s Word regarding this 
which we desire? We look into the 
Word of God and find the promise. 
All we have to do is to spread that 
promise out before God. For ex- 
ample, we say: “Heavenly Father, 
we desire the Holy Spirit. Thou 
hast said in Thy Word, ‘If ye 
then, .being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your chil- 
dren: how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him?’ And 
Thou hast said again in Acts 2: 
39, that ‘the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call.’ 
I am a called man; I am a saved 
man. And here I have Your word 
for it. You have promised it. I 
ask Thee now to fill me with the 
Holy Spirit.” We then take I John 
5:14, 15, and say, “Father, this is 
the confidence I have in Thee, 
that, if I ask anything according 
to Thy will—and I know that this 
is according to Thy will—Thou 
hearest me, and, if I know that 
Thou hearest me, I know that I 
have asked of Thee.” Then I rise 
up, standing upon this promise of 
God, and say, “It is minez’ And 
it will be mine. The only way to 
have a faith that prevails in prayer 
is to study your Bible, and know 
the promises, and lay them be- 
fore God when you pray. George 
Mueller is one of the mightiest 
men of prayer in this century. But

A Great Texas 
Church and 


Pastor 


In the Baptist Standard, official 
organ of the Baptist State Con- 
vention of Texas, for November 
20, is shown a picture of the 
South San Antonio Baptist Church, 
and pastor, Dr. John Daniel 
Brown, with a wonderful report 
of souls saved, for which all good 


Christians can rejoice. The cut 
lines say, 
“South San Antonio Church, 


under the leadership of Dr. John 
Daniel Brown, inset, has for the 
second year led the churches in 
the Southern Baptist convention 
in Baptisms. Doctor Brown bap- 
tized 407 converts from October 
1, 1951, to September 30, 1952. In 
addition to this 407 there were 45 
waiting baptism at the close of 
the year. There was a total of 403 
coming by letter during the same 
period. This church is located near 
Lackland and Kelly fields, recep- 
tion center and supply depot for 
the United States Air force. Doc- 
tor Brown has baptized more than 
200 servicemen during the past 
two years.” 


Four hundred seven converts 
won to Christ and baptized in a 
year, more than 200 servicemen 
converted and baptized in two 
years, is a wonderful record and 
all of us can thank God for such 
a church and pastor. 


However—a mistake in the re- 
port should be called to the atten- 
tion of our friends and the Bap- 
tist Standard. This fine record is 
praiseworthy, but the report is in 
error in saying that this church 
“led the churches in the Southern 
Baptist convention in baptisms” 
for the second year. That honor, 
we believe, goes to the Highland 
Park Baptist Church, Chattanoo- 
ga, Tennessee, and Dr. Lee Rober- 
son, pastor. Twelve hundred and 
fifty converts were’won and bap- 
tized last year, and more than 
1,100 converts were won and bap- 
tized the preceding year in this 
Southern Baptist church. And is 
the Highland Park Baptist Church 
in Chattanooga definitely a South- 
ern Baptist church? Yes, it is. It 
is regularly affiliated with the 
Southern Baptist convention and 
regularly supports the Southern 


Baptist convention. It has no other 


never has had. It sends exactly 
the same support to the Southern 
Baptist convention causes as the 
church was sending when. Dr, 
Roberson became pastor. 

But some may say, Does not the 
Chattanooga church have other 
chapels? Yes, it has a good num- 
ber of mission Sunday Schools. 
But all the converts counted come 
to the services of the Highland 
Park Baptist in the main auditor- 
ium, there make their profession, 
there are received for baptism, 
and are baptized. Besides, all the 
chapels or mission Sunday Schools 
supported by the church far and 
near, provide only about one- 
fourth of the converts. Between 
two-thirds. and three-fourths of 
the converts are won in the High- 
land Park Baptist Church without 
any touch with the mission Sunday 
School so that, any way it is 
counted, the Highland Park Bap- 
tist Church is far and away in 
the lead in souls won to Christ 
and baptized in recent years, 
among Southern Baptists. 


The record. of the South San 
Antonio Baptist Church is a tre- 
mendous record, and we thank 
God for the tremendous work un- 
der the direction of Dr. John Dan- 
iel Brown, the pastor. His work 
stands for itself, and he would be 
the last, we are sure, to withhold 
credit from another church which 
has won even more souls.

on the mortgage. 

The Building Fund already owes 
the Sword of the Lord General 
Fund about $1,200. That is borrow- 
ed money and must be paid back.

“Thy word have I hid in mine 
heart, that I might not sin against 
thee.” The man who feeds daily | 
on the Word of God will be proof 
against the temptations of the 
Devil. Any day we neglect to feed 
on the Word of God, we leave an 
open door through which Satan 
is sure to enter into our hearts and 
lives. Even the Son of God_Him- 
self met and overcame the temp- 
tations of the adversary by the 
Scriptures. To each of Satan’s 
temptations, He replied, “It ‘is 
written” (Matt. 4:4,7,10). Satan 
left the field completely van- 
quished. 


It is evident from what has been 
said that the first step toward 
obtaining fullness of power in 
Christian life and service is the 
study of the Word. There can be 
no fullness of power in life and 
service if the Bible is neglected. 
In much that is now written on 
power, also in much that is said 
in conventions, this fact is over- 
looked. The work of the Holy 
Spirit is magnified, but the in- 
strument through which the Holy 
Spirit works is largely forgotten. 
The result is transient enthusiasm 
and activity but no steady con- 
tinuance and increase in power 
and usefulness. 


We cannot obtain power, and we 
cannot maintain power, in our 
lives, and in our work for others, 
unless there is deep and frequent 
meditation upon the Word of God. 
If our leaf is not to wither and 
whatsoever we do is to prosper, 
our delight must be in the law of 
the Lord and we must meditate 
therein day and night (Psa. 1:2, 
3). Of course, it is much easier, 


and therefore much more agree- |’ 
able to our spiritual laziness, to}

go to a convention or revival meet- 


ing, and claim a “filling with the 
Holy Spirit,” than it is to peg along 
day after day, month after month, 
year after year, digging into the 
Word of God. But a “filling with 
the Spirit” that is not maintained 
by persistent study of the Word 
will soon vanish. It is well to bear 
in mind that precisely the results 
which Paul in one place ascribes 
to being ‘filled with the Spirit” 
(Eph. 5:18-22), he in another place 
ascribes to letting “the word of 
Christ dwell in you richly” (Col. 
3:16-18). Evidently Paul knew of 
no filling with the Holy Spirit 
divorced from deep and constant 
meditation upon the Word. To sum 
all up, anyone who wishes to ob- 
tain and maintain fullness of pow- 
er in Christian life and service 
must feed constantly upon the 
Word of God.

sirens. What but merciless sin 
causes every anguish that rends 
the brow and gives bill to every 
pain that pierces the body? What 
but slimy sin gives birth to every 
shame that shadows life, to every 
tear that scalds the cheek, to 
every guilt that pollutes the soul? 
What but sin forged the maniac’s 
chain, constructed the felon’s cell, 
built the lazar house? From what 
but sin did the coffin, the hearse, 
the grave, and Hell itself, come? 

What shovels but sin’s digged all 
graves and reared all mausoleums? 
On whose loom but sin’s was 
woven every shroud? What but 
sin put pain in parting, the sting 
in death. the wheels on every 
death wagon? 

Blind as carved figures with 
wooden eyes, blind as Samson 
whose eyes were punched out by 
the Philistines, blind as the ivory 
eyes of Egypt’s sphinx are they 
who see not and know not that sin 
is anything and everything in hu- 
man choice and conduct that is 
contrary to God’s will—that sin is 
forever a death force in the soul 
and will be, until eliminated, a 
disaster to life. 

Professor Tholuck,; seeing sin 
through the crimson lenses of 
Calvary’s cross—as all of us should 
see it—in his address celebrating 
the fiftieth anniversary of his pro- 
fessorship at Halle, made this 
poignant statement: “In review of 
God’s manifold blessings, the thing 
I seem to thank Him for is the 
conviction of sin.’’ God’s revela- 
tion concerning sin and six thou- 
sand years of human history give 
some conception of the “exceed- 
ing sinfulness of sin.” How much 
wiser those words than the non- 
sense spoken by Dr. Shailer 
Mathews who, with pueriie at- 
tempts to outmode sip, said that 
sin is “the backward pull of out- 
worn good”! How much wiser than 
the foolish words spoken by one 
who called sin “a relic of the 
theological jungle”! How wise for 
the safety of the human race the 
words of Ingersoll who called sin 
“a nightmare caused by too much 
appetite and too little digestion.” 
How we need to read and believe 
that sin reigns unto death (Rom. 
5:21)—but comfortably, too, we 
should treasure the other words 
“so might grace reign through 
righteousness unto eternal life by 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

But consider now Him who is 
introduced by the word ——

“So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall 
he appear the second time with- 
out. sin unto salvation.’’—Heb. 
9:28. 

“Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, 
should live unto righteousness: 
by whose stripes ye were 
healed.” I Pet. 2:24. 

The word “bearer’—like a com- 
pass to a storm-tossed marinen— 
like a finger pointing us from dark- 
ness to light, like a -knife cutting 
our slave chains asunder, like a 
key opening jail doors—points to 
Jesus. 

We, defeated by sin and de- 
stroyed by iniquities, need Christ’s 
perfect life and vicarious death 
to atone for all our sins. He of- 
fered His. The high priest brought 
the scape-goat and confessed over 
him all the iniquities of the chil- 
dren of Israel and all their trans- 
gressions in all their sinning—put- 
ting them on the head of the goat. 
Then he sent the goat away by the 
hand of a fit man into the wilder- 
ness. The goat bore upon him all 
their iniquities unto a land of sep- 
aration. But Christ brought His 
own body and bare our sins to 
the place of separation .from His 
Father—to the cross where He 
was stricken, to the cross where 
He was smitten of God, to the 
cross where He was afflicted. 

His own self bore our sins. He 
gave more than His body. He gave 
Himself with all the perfect vir- 
tues of His person as Son of Man, 
with all the infinite value of Him- 
self as Son of God. All the di- 
vine resources were made to pay 
tribute in His perfect propitiation 
for man’s sin. Our sins were laid 
on Christ. The sins were as per- 
sonal as the propitiation. Our own 


sins were laid upon His own body. 
All our sits—and every sin. All 
the iniquities of us all. 

My sins! Your sins! 

Sins against light and know- 
ledge. Sins against divine love and 
kindness. Sins against grace and 
goodness. Sins before conversion 
—sins since conversion. Sins 
against God. Sins against man. 
Sins by commission. Sins by omis- 
sion. Sins against truth. Sins 
against purity. Sins against the 
law. Sins against the Gospel. Sins 
against the name of God. Sins 
against the heart of Christ. Sins 
against the kingdom. Sins against 
the church. 

Oh, awful, intolerable rabble of 
Hell! The only hope for any of 
us is the fact that Jesus who knew 
no sin was made sin for us that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in Him. The broken heart 
of Christ calls for sinners to break 
with their sins. Who can love the 
sins that crucified our Lord? He 
died for our sins that we might 
die to our sins. He took our load 
of guilt that we might be freed 
from guilt—that we might deny 
ungodliness and worldly lusts. He 
left Heaven for an earthly life 
that we might be enabled to live 
a heavenly life on earth. He died 
for us that we might live for him. 
He tasted death that we might 
reign in life by Him. 

Christ, our sin-bearer, “was 
bruised for our iniquities. . .wound- 
ed for our transgressions” (Isa. 
53:5). And—forget not!—that our 


sins were the palms that slapped | 


Him, our sins the spit that shamed 
Him, our sins the fists that beat 
Him, our sins the scourge that 
cut Him, our sins the thorns that 
crowned Him, our sins the nails 
that transfixed Him—our hard 
hearts the hammers that drove the 
nails. 

But Jesus transforms the reality 
of sin for us—and in us. Henry 
Drummond: “God alone in Christ 
can help me in this.” It is the 
most awful of human problems. 
We can no more solve it ourselves 
than we can lasso tigers with 
spider spinnings. Salve our sin 
wounds if we will, but they still 
bleed on. And they will bleed us 
into spiritual death if not medi- 
cated by the great Physician. All 
the great physicians, skilled ‘tn the 
science and art of healing, are 
utterly incapable of getting to the 
root of our black and dreadful 
and devasting disease named SIN. 
Jesus alone helps us in this world- 
deep, horrifying problem. As sin 
“singled out each mortal as its 
chief protagonist,” so “the futility 
and impertinence of our individual 
and social nostrums but reveal 
themselves as tinctures in the uni- 
versal poison.” 

But, strange as this word may 
seem just here, I use the word 


V — Blessedness. 


Where is there any blessed- 
ness in relation to sin? Can there 
be any blessedness in connection 
with blight? Can there be sugar in 
vinegar? Can there be honey in 
gall? Can there be the whiteness 
of snow in tthe blackness of tar? 
Can there be fragrance issuing 
from foulness? Can there be con- 
fectionary in carrion? Can there 
be health in sickness? Can there 
be. pureness in putridity? Can 
there be any Heaven in Hell? 
Where then is any blessedness in 
connection with sin and its blight? 

There is BLESSEDNESS when— 
We acknowledge that foolish are 
they who tone down sin—applying 
to it, contrary to the example 
of the prophets, contrary to the 
teaching of Christ—sofit, extenu- 
ating words. 

There is blessedness when we 
have deaf ears for the quack doc- 
tors—some theological, some phi- 
losophical, some literary, some po- 
litical, some scientific—who offer 
us their poultices and salves and 
liniments, who would have us deal 
with sin as though it were an erup- 
tion of the skin, an affliction of 
pimples. 

We believe and declare, as New- 
man said, that our one chance is 
that we be shocked by sin. We 
covet no phraseology and use no 
phraseology that lends respect- 
ability to sin. 

We work as though we knew 
that the saving of men from sin 
is the biggest enterprise on earth 
—and the only cause big enough 
to bring the Son of God from the

That very night the monsters of 
persecution were seized—and 
Robespierre perished under the 
very guillotine blade he had reared 
for others—as, in the days of old, 
Haman was hanged on the gallows 
he built for Mordecai, the Jew. 
There was joy when Robespierre’s 
head rolled into the executioner’s 
basket. 


Then, as the great preacher told 
it, the axes of the populace were 
heard pounding against the prison 
gates—and the poor. prisoners 
walked out free. 


Oh, for us, what biessedness 
that sin, “the worst of all Robes- 
pierre’s, the tyrant of tyrants,” 
cannot keep us in the prisonhouse. 
Though sin has shorn us for the 
sacrifice on Satan’s guillotine, we 
know the blessedness of hearing 
the axes of God’s great deliver- 
ance pounding against our prison 
door. Rescue! Redemption from 
ruin! Our death sentence revoked!

Even heathen people 
today in Africa dance, and Ameri- 
can Indians did dance and do 
dance, but it simply means that 
they pranced or leaped about en- 
joying themselves. Usually the 
dancing is done by the men alone. 
Sometimes women also dance, but 
each one dances by himself with- 
out touching others. And sex has 
nothing to do with it. So it was in 
ancient times. Dancing did not in- 
volve what the modern ball-room 
dancing means now.

break, the sorrows and the tra- 
gedies that can come from entrust- 
ing a son and daughter to an insti- 
tution that is not Christian. 

Is it any wonder then that they 
continue, “Our daughter Mary is a 
junior in Bob Jones University 
and our daughter Martha is a 
freshman. It is comforting to know 
that they are in a Christian at- 
mosphere with Christian teachers 
and administrators in a Christian 
college, where God is first, where 
soul winning and evangelism are 
stressed, a college where Chris- 
tians can send their sons and 
daughters knowing that their faith 
will be increased rather than stol- 
en from them.” 

These parents, with thousands 
of others, are willing to send their 
children hundreds of miles across 
half a dozen or a dozen states to 
a Christian school. The distance 
and the separation are small 
things in comparison to the spiri- 
tual welfare and the moral safety 
and the wholesome atmosphere 
they can find on a Christian cam- 
pus. 


The Folly of Sending Young 
People Into Infidel 
Atmosphere 


It has always been a source of 
great wonder to me that some sup- 
posedly mature and _ intellectual 
Christians, including at least one 
rather prominent and nationally- 
known Bible teacher, should ad- 
vise young people to attend a 
secular school. “After all, you are 
a Christian, you are going to have 
to face a world that is godless and 
unChristian. You will not develop 
in your spiritual resistance if you 
are sheltered and protected from 
atheistic philosophies and from the 
contact with intellectual rational- 
ism; and, of course, you will have 
more standing if you attend a 
secular school. You will be more 
respected by scholarly men and 
women. Besides, Christian colleges 
have low academic standards and 
inadequate equipment.” Let’s look 
at the fallacies in these high- 
sounding phrases. 

Of course, young people are go- 
ing to have to live in a world of 
sin and evil. They cannot always 
be protected from temptations, 
moral and intellectual, but they 
should not- be exposed to such 
temptations until they have been 
well-grounded and inoculated a- 
gainst them. Can you imagine a 
man saying, “My son will, no 
doubt be exposed to typhoid fever 


am going to exffose him now while 
he is young, so he will build up 
a resistance,” 

In the first place, that is not the 
way to build up a resistance. In 
the second place, even if it were, 
only a crazy man would so expose 
a child when he could have him 
inoculated. In other words, why 
risk the child’s becoming infected 
with resultant illness and possible 
death when inoculation and vac- 
cination can provide immunity? 
Immunity against loss of faith, 
against sin and immorality can be 
acquired during the college years, 
but not by exposure to these 
things on the campus and in the 
classrooms of a godless institution. 
Rather, resistance is built by being 
well-grounded in faith and the 
Word of God in a Christian in- 
stitution. 

The average college freshman 
is inclined to look upon his in- 
structors as intellectual men, as 
indeed they should be, but they 
are not as all-wise and infallible 
as they may seem to the imma- 
ture youngster who sits under 
their teaching day after day. Sub- 
tly and insidiously godless profes- 
sors drop doubts in the minds of 
their students as to the realities 
of the values and truths they have 
been taught at home. Slowly but 
surely these Satanic emissaries 
produce first, confusion, then un- 
certainty, and finally infidelity in 
the hearts and minds and lives 
of their students. 

His natural high regard for the~ 
scholarship and attainment of his 
professor, his own sense of inade- 
quacy and uneasiness all tend to 
make the average freshman an 
easv victim for the practiced tech- 
niaue of the professor in his skill- 
ful assaults upon the citadel of 
faith. The freshman feels, “Who 
am I to question a man who is a 
doctor of philosophy? Who am I to 
disbelieve the authors of the schol- 
arly volumes he quotes so pro- 
foundly?” A mature, more experi- 
enced man or woman would be 
quick to detect inconsistencies and 
contradictions, but not the aver- 
age college freshman. He }agg_not 
been prepared and armed by study 
and experience to resist such an 
attack. 


There are some, who, because of

They “keep 
the faith.” But is this all a Chris- 
tian parent hopes for? Should 
ihere not be increase of faith and 
growth in grace? No horticulturist 
is satisfied simply to see a flower 
live in a hostile environment, He 
seeks rather to provide soil, hu- 
midity, temperature, and nutri- 
ment that shall make the flower 
develop into the finest possible 
blossom. 

Christian colleges provide the 
spiritual soil and environment 
where faith not merely syrvives 
but expands and increases, where 
young people may “increase more 
and more” in grace and spiritual 
power, 


Christian Schools Arm 
Students Against 
Infidel Teaching 

Second: A Christian college does 
mot try to keep its students in 
ignorance of the philosophies and 
theories now popular in our day, 
but which are contrary to the 
Word of God. A Christian institu- 
tion simply does not try to “sell” 
these theories and philosophies to 
its students as factual and true. 
Rather it tests them by the Word 
of God and shows them up for 
what they are—unscriptural phi- 
losophies and hypotheses unproved 
and unsound. 


Every once in a while someone 
says, “Of course, you don’t teach 
evolution in Bob Jones Univer- 

sity.” Certainly, we teach evolu- 
tion in Bob Jones University! But 
we teach evolution as a theory, 
which is unproved and which is 
invalid in the light of the Word 
of God. We want our students to 
know what Darwin taught. They 
read his ORIGIN OF THE SPE- 
CIES and see how often he said, 
“We may suppose, we may assume, 
we may conclude.” Our science 
professor says, “You see, Darwin 
was merely guessing and never 
claimed to do anything but guess. 
This is what evolution teaches, 
but this is what the Word of God 
tells us.” 

I maintain, and the personal 
Jivés“= hundreds of young people 
prove the truth of the contention, 
that this sort of teaching prepares 
young people to resist the attacks 
of Satan upon their faith when 
they are out in life. It does more 
than that—it enables them to con- 
vince some who are not so fortun- 
ate as they were—some who did 
not have the privilege of attending 
a Christian school — that God’s 
Word is true. They are not only 
prepared to stand themselves, but 
they are prepared to help others 
recover the faith they lost under 
the teaching of the atheistic or 
rationalistic professors in the non- 
Christian colleges which they at- 
tended. 


What Is a Christian College? 


It might be well at this point 
to digress long enough to define 
what we mean by Christian col- 
Jege. We certainly do not mean 
just a “church-related” institution. 


This is a popular phrase in our 


day, generally synonomous with 
“denominational institution.” It is 
applied to denominationally con- 
trolled or supported schools. Some 
such institutions are no more 
Christian schools than are state 
controlled or secular institutions. 
In fact, the denominational.school 
that is not aggressively spiritual 
may be even more dangerous to 
faith and morals. Students and 
parents may take it for granted 
that because it is a church school, 
it is all right, and, therefore be 
doubly disarmed against the anti- 
Christian and anti-scriptural 
teaching and moral practices tol- 
erated in the institution. 

No school is truly Christian that 
does not keep the emphasis upon 
the work and person of Christ as 
Son of God, Saviour and Lord. 

No school can honestly call it- 
self Christian that does not con- 
stantly exalt Him and make Him 
the Head and Center of all of its 
thinking. 

No school can call itself Chris- 
tian that does not seek to bring 
all of its students into a saving 


‘knowledge of Jesus Christ and a 


personal experienc ith Him. 
No school can hristian un- 
less its Board of Trustees is made 
up of Christian men and women. 
Those who do not know Christ 


cannot establish and maintain 
policies that are truly Christian. 

The faculty of a Christian 
school must be Christian. A man 
who knows nothing about regen- 
erating grace in his own heart 
cannot have an educational philos- 
ophy and approach which is truly 
Christian. 


Certainly a Christian college or 
university must have a Christian 
student body. 


In such an institution, the whole 
approach to education is different 
from that in a secular or in a 
merely denominational institution. 
In the Christian college, education 
is regarded as preparation for ef- 
fective Christian service and wit- 
ness. The student is not studying 
primarily in order to make a liv- 
ing, but in order to be prepared| 
more effectively to invest his life. 

The Bible as the inspired and| 
infallible Word of God is the solid

foundation of the curriculum and| 


the basis of the philosophy of edu- 
cation and of life. 


Academic Standards Are High 
In Best Christian Colleges 
But to return to the third point 

brought forward by those who 

advise young people against the 

Christian college—that is, that the 

academic standards of Christian 

schools are not high. 


Investigation will prove that the 
Christian colleges of America, 
large or small, are well prepared 
as regards faculty training, build- 
ings and equipment for the cour- 
ses which they offer. Certain ad- 
vanced technical and _ scientific 
courses may not be available in 
all Christian educational institu- 
tions because the demand for such 
courses is small in proportion to 
the expensive and extensive equip- 
ment necessary. 

Unfortunately, there is not a 
positively Christian medical, den- 
tal, or engineering school in Amer- 
ica. There ought to be. It is to be 
hoped that some spiritual man or 
woman will, realizing the need, 
establish and endow such an in- 
stitution. It has long been a par- 
ticular dream of mine to see on 
the campus of Bob Jones Universi- 
ty a great Christian medical cen- 
ter. However, in the fields where 
they work, all independent Chris- 
tian educational institutions main- 
tain just as high standards and 
have just as good equipment as 
comparable church affiliated or 
secular institutions. 

I cannot give facts and figures 
for other Christian institutions 
throughout America. I am sure the 
presidents of those institutions 
could produce evidence just as 
conclusive as that which I shall 
offer from the record of Bob Jones 
University. Perhaps I should apol- 
ogize for dealing with our own in- 
stitution here, but it happens to be 
the one with which I am familiar, 
and I am offering these items as 
an answer to those who Say, 
“Standards in Christian institu- 
tions are low.” 

Let us look at just one school 
in this institution—the School of 
Education. Out of 470 chapters of 
the Future Teachers of America 
organization, the Bob Jones Uni- 
versity chapter was named the 
National Banner Chapter on the 
basis of superior achievement. 
Boston University, Delaware Uni- 
versity, and the University of 
Florida were runners-up for the 
award, 

All of the seniors in education 
at Bob Jones University take the 
National Teacher Examinations. 
For two years, 1949-50 and 1950- 
51, 90 per cent of our graduating 
seniors taking the examination 
made A’s and 10 per cent made 
B’s. In 1950-51, the state average 
was 535 and our average was 602. 
Last year, 1951-52, Bob Jones Uni- 
versity had 116 students who took 
the éxaminations, comprising ap- 
proximately one-fifth of the total 
585 white college students who 
took the examinations in the state 
of South Carolina. The average 
score for the state was 554, and 
our average was 618. Without our 
scores the state average would be 
538. This means that our average 
was 80 points above the average 
of other white college students. Of 
our 116 students who took the ex- 
aminations this year, 93 per cent 
made A’s and 7 per cent made B’s. 
Thirteen of the 27 scores above 
700 in the state of South Carolina 
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were made by Bob Jones Univer- 
sity students. 


Not only in South Carolina did 
our teacher education students 
make a good showing, but accord- 
ing to the Educational Testing 
Service, of the 5,696 candidates 
taking the National Teacher Ex- 
aminations throughout the Nation, 
55 per cent made scores below the 
Bob Jones University average of 
618. 


All graduating seniors of Bob 
Jones University are required to 
take the Graduate Record Exam- 
inations. Tests of General Eduta- 
tion and the Advanced Tests are 
both used under the Institutional 
Testing Program. Since the Ad- 
vanced Tests are not available in 
religion and speech (two of our 
largest majors), many of our sen- 
iors have to take the Advanced 
Test in their academic field of con- 
centration. Ninety per cent of the 
students taking this examination 
| made records much above the na- 
| tional mean, 


Christian Fellowship for 
Young Christians in 
Christian Colleges 

In addition to the unparalleled 
Spiritual opportunities of the 
Christian college, in addition to 
the academic and educational ad- 
vantages, are the social opportuni- 
ties and the fine fellowship of the 
Christian campus. As one young 
man said, “How wonderful to be 
in a place where I as a Christian 
can enter wholeheartedly into all 
the activities. It’s a unique experi- 
ence not to ever have to refuse 
an invitation to a party for fear 
it will turn into a dance or be- 
cause I know the other young peo- 
ple there will be drinking.” 

Not only in state schools but 
even in some denominational in- 
stitutions, smoking, dancing, and 
other worldly practices such as 
drinking are not frowned upon 
but are tolerated and quite openly 
regarded as commonplace colle- 
giate social customs. Not so in 
the Christian college. 

It is considered almost unbe- 
coming for a university president 
to admit that campuses are places 
where marriages are made, but at 
the risk of shocking some of my

Again the Scripture says, “Look 
not thou upon the wine when it 
is red, when it giveth his colour in 
the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright. At the last it biteth like a 
serpent, and stingeth like.an ad- 
der.” 


Again, anyone who drinks liquor 
is likely to be enslaved by it. And 
I Corinthians 6:10 plainly says 
that the drunkard is not to inherit 
the kingdom of God. 

Alcoholic beverages are not 
good for well people and not good 
for sick people.
